Hut 160 others from the ship 
were known dead or missing. 
Most of those aboard were eld­ 
erly jieople who had set out 
gaily from Britain for a holiday 
season on sunny .sea.s 
Many others aboard were chil­ 
dren. .studying at British schools 
bound for Yulctide holidays with 
parents who frantically awaited 
news of them at travel agencies 
in the Canary Islands.

24 known dead and 136 missing 
out of the 1,036 aboard.

Don't Let Wood, 
Marble Stains 
Mar Holidays 


If spots, scratches or burns 
occur on your wood and marble 
furnishings during this season's 
revelry, don't let them mar your 
holiday spirit. 


Here 
are 
a 
few 
tips 
from 
Elizabeth Langdale, extension 
h o m e 
furnishings 
specialist, 
University 
of 
Maryland, 
for 
treating these furniture 
blem­ 
ishes: 


To remove white spots caused 
by heat, moisture or alcohol on 
your natural finishes, soon af­ 
ter the accident rub the wood 
inish with a thin paste of pow­ 
dered pumice stone and light 
mineral or machine oil. 


Rub the mixture o v e r the 
spot, using your finger tips or 
some 
felt. 
Wipe 
the 
surface 
clean with dry rags. To remove 
any oil that remains, wash the 
surface with a rag moistened 
with detergent suds. lf the pum­ 
ice leaves a dull spot, polish it 
with rottenstone and oil 


For surface scratches, mix a 
{Kilish of two parts Boiled Lin­ 
seed Oil and one part turpen­ 
tine 
Rub the polish well into 
the surface. 
Buff briskly with 
a clean cloth until the finish 
is dry and shiny. But the spe­ 
cialist cautions, do not use this 
mixture on a shellacked finish. 


To treat deep scratches, fill 
with a commercial scratch re­ 
mover 
or 
with 
matching 
oil 
color 
Dry. Then cover with a 
quick-drying v a r n i s h applied 
with a toothpick or fine brush. 
Remove tile blackened finish 
and charred wood of a cigarette 
burn with fine Doth steel wool 
wrapped around a match stick. 
Rub only on the burned area 
to avoid 
scratching 
tile 
good 
finish 
If the burn has damaged only 
the finish, the spot may he re­ 
paired by applying a commer­ 
cial scratch remover, a small 
bit of matching oil color or the 
mixture of two parts boiled lin­ 
seed oil and one part turpentine. 
On marble, remove tea. cof­ 
fee and tobacco stains by first 
washing the surface and next, 
bleaching out the stain as fol­ 
low s 
lf the surface is flat, apply 
h y d r o g e n peroxide 
( h a i r 
strength) to stained area Add a 
few drops of household ammon­ 
ia For vertical panels saturate 
a blotter with hydrogen peroxide 
and apply to stain, adding a few 
drops 
of

ammonia.

Gettysburg in July 1863 w’ere packed into 
cattle cars for transport to the brick, penta­ 
gon Fort Delaware, on Pea Patch Island in 
the Delaware below' Philadelphia and Wil­ 
mington. 
The Confederates sent to other 
Northern prisons were lucky. Fort Delaware 
was found worse than any prison camp the 
Confederates had for their Yankee captives. 
“Long before 
Andersonville wras estab­ 
lished, the deadly war jail in the Delaware 
ran up a monthly death rate which is said 
to have exceeded that of Andersonville at 
its peak," says Ashley Halsey Jr., in a dis­ 
tinguished new history supplement “Who 
Fired the First Shot? And Other Untold 
Stones of the Civil War” (pub. by Haw'thom 
Books!. “Its military reputation as a hell­ 
hole went back 35 years, yet the Federal 
Government 
confined 
Confederates 
there 
from the summer of 1862 into the summer 
of 1865. 
And horrified Delaware citizens 
w'ho sought to relieve the suffenng were at 


one point jailed by a Federal provost-mar- 
shal.” 
A distinguished Philadelphian, Dr. S. Weir 
Mitchell, who visited Fort Delaware July 26, 
1863, after Gettysburg prisoners had been 
crammed into it, found “an inferno 
a thou­ 
sand ill, 12,000 on an island which should 
hold four.” 
Commissioners appointed to arrange ex­ 
changes of Union prisoners for Confederate 
captives, protested that soldiers redeemed 
from 
Fort Delaware emerged as “living 
wrecks,’' although they entered it “hale and 
robust . . . inured to almost every kind of 
hardship.” 
Protests to President Lincoln and Secre­ 
tary of War Stanton brought no changes at 
Fort Delaware. By October 1863, with hun­ 
dreds of soldiers captured 
three months 
earlier at Gettysburg already dying, the 
monthly toll at Fort Delaware was about 
12.5 per cent of all those confined there." 
In one month, the mortality from cholera 
alone ran as high aa 331.

Confederate Invaders of the 
North penetrated deeper into 
Ohio in July 1863 than they did into Penn­ 
sylvania. While Robert E. Lee’s Army of 
Northern 
Virginia 
was 
escaping 
f r o m 
Meade’s Union forces back into Maryland 
and Virginia, John Hunt Morgan's division 
of cavalry was moving as high up in Ohio 
as Beaver Creek, which is farther north 
than Pittsburgh and 
many miles above 
Gettysburg, figurative “high tide of the 
Confederacy." 
Morgan eluded Federal forces in Kentucky 
in a dash through that state to cross the 
Ohio at Brandenburg into Indiana, July 2. 
He had about 2,500 mounted men habituated 
to riding as many as 20 hours a day and 
“living off the country”—that is, off plun­ 
dered food. Moving northeastward, crossing

the Ohio line at Harrison, and skirting Cin­ 
cinnati, Morgan made steady progress until 
he reached Pomeroy, near the West Virginia 
line. Defeated there by Union soldiers that 
caught up with the luckless, over-extended 
expedition, Morgan moved farther north, 
seeking a place to get across the river into 
Pennsylvania. He was brought to bay near 
New Lisbon, and taken with his surviving 
force to Ohio State Penitentiary at Columbus. 
The Morgan venture could have had for­ 
midable effects in conjunction with a success 
by Lee in Pennsylvania. It turned out to be 
a disastrous, unproductive raid.

Another Side Of The United Nations Picture 


WASHINGTON’ - The American 
people got only one .side of the 
story of the liiited Nations last 
week 
President Johnson lent his 
prestige to the organization when 
he addressed it with high-sound­ 
ing 
words 
but 
for 
expediency 
reasons spoke no words of crifi- 
ci.*m 
The whole .story, however, i.s a 
disturbing one—a betrayal of the 
simple rules of morality by an 
organization 
that 
is financially 
bankrupt because many of its 
members refuse to pay their as­ 
sessments and depend instead on 
the United .States to continue to 
bail the U. N. out of its financial 
difficulties. 
Concurrently a plot has been

This practical application of the 
presidential succession law that 
was adopted following the death 
in 1945 of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
caused utmost concern in some 
serious-lhinking quarters in Wash­ 
ington and around the nation. No 
one wants to be critical of either 
man, but there is deep convic­ 
tion that neither could adequately 
discharge the duties of the presi­ 
dency or withstand the pressures 
of that high office 
These factors, plus realization 
that a further change In the suc- 
ce.ssion law in time to remedy 
the situation is a practical im­ 
possibility, is what is causing all 


the seeking for quick solution to 
the problem. 
The simplest would be to have 
McCormack and Hayden resign 
their

and

People's Republic of China when 
it was formally established on 
October 1. 1949. Even so, Mos­ 
cow’s attitude toward the country 
remained much the same as be­ 
fore, Stalin insisted that a treaty 


of alliance concluded between Red 
China and the Soivet Union in 
1950 include, in modified form, 
the provisions for a favored Soviet 
position in Manchuria that had 
been written into a similar treaty 
with the Chiang government in 
194.7, 
( hina’s economic dependence on 
Russia prevented latent tensions 
from rising to the surface for a 
number of years. The death of 
Josef Stalin in 1953 marked a 
turning point in relations of th« 
two countries. 
In Peking’s view. 
Mao Tse-tung was the logical suc­ 
cessor to Stalin 
as ideological 
leader of the world Communist 
movement. 
The new Soviet lead­ 
ers were equally insistent that 
Moscow was still the capital of 
Communism. 
Neither side hat 
been willing to seek a compro­ 
mise. 
The steady contraction of So­ 
viet economic and military aid to 
Red China since 1959 has been 
particularly 
galling 
to 
Peking. 
Moscow’s change of policy first 
came to the West’s notice in the 
summer of 1960, when thousands 
of Soviet specialists and technical 
advisers were abruptly recalled 
from China, 
Significantly, the 
withdrawal took place after Red 
China and the Soviet Union had 
c l a s h e d over the concept of 
“ peaceful coexistence” at a Com­ 
munist summit meeting in BucHà- 
rest. 
It later transpired that the re­ 
call of experts had been preceded 
by termination of the Soviet pro­ 
gram 
of nuclear assistance to 
t hina. 
This, the Chinese assert, 
took place on June 20, 1959, when 
the Russians tore up an agree­ 
ment 
cffncerning 
new 
defense 
technology and refused to supply 
( hina with atomic bomb samples. 
Conventional 
weapons 
sent 
to 
China earlier have not been re­ 
placed and are said now to bo 
deteriorating. 
Peking regards the nuclear test- 
ban treaty signed in Moscow last 
August as a Sovicl-American plot 
against China. 
The policy of 
peaceful coexistence, championed 
by Soviet Premier Khrushchev, is 
described by China as a policy of 
“ class capitulation.”

Another Side Of The United Nations Picture 


WASHINGTON — The A m erican 
people got only one side of the 
story of the United Nations last 
week. 
P resid en t Johnson lent his 
prestige to the organization when 
he addressed it with high-sound­

expediency 
reasons spoke no w ords of criti­ 
cism. 
The whole story, however, is a 
disturbing one—a betrayal of the 
sim ple rules of m orality by an

THE RULES MAKERS, In most all sports, come up at 
year's end with many suggestions for changes here and 
there, based on new and unusual situations during the year. 
In boxing tt may be safety measures for the benefit of 
the few fighters still plying their trade. 
In baseball, for 
example, they knocked out the big glove to catch knucklers 
with. In college football the recent time-clock run-out in 
Die Army-Navy game could bring about a change here. 
In pro football there a some question about the status of 
divisional championship selection where tie games don’t 
count and a team which wins fewer games than another 
can take the honors. 
•

• 
BASKETBALL, which has undergone many changes since 
the peach basket days of Dr. James Naismith, gets a going- 
over frequently and the latest suggestion is to eliminate the 
rule where a player who commits too many personal fouls is 
tossed out of Hie game. 
The top official in the Eastern Collegiate Athletic Con­ 
ference urges the basketball change and says that it may 
be tried with the consent of both teams. 
He points out, among other things, that only basketball 
has such a rule. A baseball player may make errors, but he 
stays In. A boxer may foul an opponent but generally he 
just loses the round. A football player may be offside con­ 
tinually and draw penalties but he isn’t thrown out. And 
even a hockey player, w’ho commits a nile infraction, gets 
the penalty box treatment but he comes back into the game. 
• 
• 
• 
FOULING OUT In basketball has been a pain-in-the-neok 
to players, coaches and spectators on many occasions. The 
personal foul bit has knocked out a leading scorer frequent­ 
ly when the going gets rough and all the coach can do is 
lament while the spectators boo. 
Over the years the powers that be have changed the 
foul rule many times, going from four and out to five and 
out and now the pros have six and out 
It would seem to us that the Eastern official has a dam 
good suggestion, in keeping a player in the game no matter 
how many fouls he has committed. The halter is on him to 
try to play it fair because he's just giving away free throws 
and points if he continues to foul. But at least he can stay 
In the game. 
Coaches have been approached on the cage suggestion 
and not all are In agreement. Some coaches tell you that 
this is one of the few weapons they still have— keeping the 
rule strong so that a player will go it clean to stay in game. 
Another hardwood mentor goes it halfway. He thinks the 
rule should be changed to permit a player so many fouls in 
each quarter, or half, and be benched if he has too many— 
BUT he would be permitted to come back in the next 
quarter or half.

be tolerant of those in the N orth who spoke, 
wrote, or otherw ise conducted themselves in 
a m anner helpful to the Southern cause. He 
authorized m ilitary com m anders to ignore 
w rits of habeas corpus in order to keep in 
custody those suspected of sedition, and 
m aintained his rig h t to do so in defiance of 
rulings against him by a m ajority of the 
Supreme Court, including the chief justice, 
Roger Taney. 
Consequently, several thousand civilians 
were held indefinitely in F ort Lafayette, 
New York harbor, and other prisons, with­ 
out trials before civilian courts. 
A num ber of those were held in F o rt l a ­ 
fayette by m ilitary forces after a literal 
reign of terror in New York. July 13-17, 1863. 
More than 1,000 persons were killed, another 
8,000 or more wounded, and m any buildings

initiated by a peace faction in the Demo­ 
cratic P arty, were brought to mob fury, if 
not actually organized, by Southern agents. 
They exploited the fact th at the draft law 
discrim inated against the poor to the extent 
th a t it perm itted men drawn in the draft 
to evade service by paying $300. This agi­ 
tation w as particularly effective in New 
York City, whose regim ents had suffered 
heavily in casualties in the fighting in 1861, 
1862 and 1863. 
The "Irish Brigade,” F irst Division, II 
Corps, Arm y of the Potomac, composed prin­ 
cipally of New Yorkers, had a total m uster 
of 7,000 during the war, I t returned to New 
York with about 1,000 men. The 69th New 
York had 75 per cent enlisted casualties. 
Regim ents of the Union Arm y of Potom ac 
had to be rushed to New York from the 
battlefront to quell the violence th a t took 
more lives in New York those five days of 
July 1863 than both B attles of Bull Run.

He has the job of 
providing a full C hristm as meal 
for men of his unit who will be 
in foxholes in K orea’s dem ilitar­ 
ized truce zone. 
"I served C hristm as dinner in

w ar,” Orndoff says, "hut this is 
going to he even more difficult. 
"F or one thing, it s harder to 
keep the food hot up in these 
hills.
